In order, how ever, that His 
Honor might better understand the exact character and 
aggravation o f the offence, Mr Parker called Constable 
Pierce to the stand to testify that he stripped the hoy, 
and counted on hi» hack, arms, thighs and legs, One 
Hundred and Fifty-one Marks, besides four 
places 
where the skin was broken. 
Mr Pierce testified from 
a memorandum made at the time and signed by anoth­ 
er person. 
T he alleged cause o f this unexampled beat­ 
ing, w as, that the hoy had twice spilt som e oil, which 
he was ordered to carry. 
Cole inflicted the punishment 
with a rattan on tho b a reb a ck , hav eg first locked his 
office door, and hung an apron up to the window for a 
screen. 
C ole’» counsel was not altogether fortunate 
in eliciting facts from the witnesses which ho summon­ 
ed, favorable to his client. 
The hoy’s Grandmother 
testified that he was nlways a quiet and harmless child, 
and neither herself nor mother ever met with any dif­ 
ficulty in managing him. 
T he Counsel then asked her 
if it had not been the boy’s ill-fortune to be abused 
wherever be had lived? 
His Honor could not— nor 
could any one else— perceive what justification such 
“ abuse” would be to Cole, if the fact were so, but the 
witness answered, that the boy had only been at one 
other place, from which he was removed “ because they 
made an underling of, and neglected him .” 
T he Coun­ 
sel next proposed to show that the report in the papers 
had stated “ a fa lseh o o d — a falsehood, in saying that 
tho boy was nn orphan, whoso father died at sea, to 
eicite sym pathy in his beh alf; but so far from having 
lost his father, ho would show that he never had a fa­ 
ther.” 
T o the question on this point, the witness repli­ 
ed, that she never knew any body to com e into the world 
without a father, and that the boy’s father was mate o f 
a vessel, and died on a voyage to the Havana, 
llis 
Honor refused to permit a further examination of the 
grandmother upon this irrelevant point, and declared it 
to be manifest that the hoy was an orphan, and that the 
law would be a father to him. 
T he witness is the boy’s 
paternal grand mo her. 
Another point suggested by the 
learned counsel was, that the number o f marks on the 
boy’s back w as much greater than the number o f blows 
struck, because the cross cuts would be multiplied by 
those which they intersected. 
T his was a very happy 
idea, and could only have occurred to ono well-ground­ 
ed in the good old “ Multiplication T ab le,” which teach­ 
es us that 12 lines, crossing each other at l ight angles, 
make 144 squares. 
This argument was geometrically 
demonstrative; andas mathematics don’t lie, the County 
Attorney was compelled to concede the principle as to 
such parts o f the boy’« body where it applied. 
The 
learned counsel was of opinion that those people who 
overlooked the geometry o f the thing, and thereby 
“ sw elled the aggravation o f the beating, w e r e w o rse 
than Cole h im self!” 
A ll w e can say, upon this scientific aspect o f the 
matter is, that the testimony was full and clear “ that 
there were one hundred and fifty-one distinet marks 
and bruises,” and w e believe that neither the witness 
nor tho reporters feel them selves to be much “ w o rse 
than Mr Cole him self,” in so stating ! 
T he Counsel 
then stated that Cole was and had been willing to make 
good to the boy any injury lie might have suffered ; Mr 
Parker denied this, anil offered to call up a witness, 
who held a power o f attorney to settle with C ole, but 
had failed in the negotiation. 
H is Honor thought it 
was unnecessary to do 10— it was enough for him, 
that Cole had not settled it. 
W itnesses were called, 
who gave Cole n good character— panioulailj for harm, 
lessness and nmmbi’ity. 
It was also proved, that when 
a boy he fell out o f a w indow , and injured hi» head— 
and more recently was robbed and wounded on the 
Com m on, and that by these mishaps, his brain was in­ 
jured, and he was easily irritated to an extraordinary 
degree by the least opposition or contradiction—so 
much so as to have created an impression with those 
who have had business transactions with him, that he 
was insane ; and the Counsel finally relied upon the 
argument, “ that Cole w as not a moral agent wheu a 
little irritated,” in mitigation o f the sentence. 
Tho 
Judge did not appear to attach much weight to the sug­ 
gestion o f Cole’» insanity— and none to the othec;— and 
sentenced him to six months in the Common Jail.

th a t la w s sh ould be m ade f o r the pro tectio n o f the 
r ic h , th a t the rich m igh t a fte r w a r d s take care o f the 
p o o r— but (and I hope the rich will read this,) has it 
never struck the rich that they may place too g r e a t re- 
l iu iM u pon the protection o f the la w . 
Let us ex­
